A bid for construction of the Nealon Park Recreation 
Building has been accepted by the city council and con- 
struction should be well underway shortly. 

The job will result in a 2400-square-foot structure 
which will be used for a generation, probably, by all sorts 
of community groups, ranging from the very, very young 
to the elderly. 

It’s more than just a building, though. When 
finished, it'll be a monument to the determination and 
energy of a group of women — the Menlo-Atherton 
Adult Nursery School organization — who conceived 
the idea, collected funds for it, and got the city to go 
along with it by loaning $8500 so construction can be 
started at this time, and in providing the land.

When one stops to think about it, the women have 
done a great job. Though their primary interest may be 
in having a place where they can conduct their cooperative 
nursery school program for five mornings a week, the 
benefits which the community will derive through the 
years will probably far outweigh, in “child-hours” and 
“man-hours” of pleasure, the specific “child hours” of 
benefit the nursery school organization will derive. 

It’s noticeable, too, how relatively little trouble the. 
women had in getting the building plan going. If “city 
hall” had been in charge, the mulling over tax rates, 
possible bond issue plans, arrangements for popular votes, 
and all the other impedences which seem to get in the 
way when an official body tries to get something built 
would have been brought into play, not to mention the 
fact that many other places to spend the money would 
have been suggested.

Another Problem for Planners: 
What's ‘Interference with TV?’ 


It may be recalled that when the planning commission 
here recently issued a building permit for a collapsible 
radio antenna —the permit since revoked, on the basis 
that the resulting “structure” was unsightly — one of the 
members of the commission asked if transmission would 
interfere with video reception isn’t currently a case in 

Though assurance that amateur radio work wouldn't 
interfere with video reception isn’ tcurrently a case in 
point in the current appeal before the city council — as 
antenna height is—it might be pointed out that the city 
again is putting a restriction on radiomen which it hasn’t 
applied to others. 

In this case the guy who gets the breaks is the home- 

- builder, according to the radiomen. It works like this, they 
add: 

“The “knob-and-tube’ wiring (used here — Ed.) per- 
mits the wiring of the home to act as a gigantic radio 
antenna, picking up radio emissions of all types and pump- 
ing these unwanted noises directly into your radio or tele- 
vision set. 

“Here’s a simple experiment you can tr yin your house 
to prove this fact: Turn on your TV set toa local channel, 
then turn on a radio receiver located in another part of 
your home. Unless you are extremely lucky, you will find 
interfering ‘birdies’ scattered across the dial of your radio 

- at random, jamming local signals and setting up a howl 


of discord. 

“This infernal racket is caused by spurious radiations 
from your TV set, running down the electric light line, 
through your house wiring, up the electric cable of the 
radio, and into the received! Such interference is not the 
fault of the TY set, or of the radio, but is a characteristic 


of the electric wiring permitted in this area,”

Municipal Report: 


Police Station Also Serves 
As ‘Nerve Center’ for City 


Menlo Park police within the 
next few days will be moving 
into their new headquarters 
and the present old building 
will be replaced as the “nerve 
center” of the town. 

That’s about what the police 
station amounts to. Not only 
is it the headquarters for law 
enforcement in the communi- 
ty; it also houses the city’s 
switchboard facilities and, dur- 
ing non-business hours and on 
weekends, is about the only 
office open in the entire civic 
center. 

A reporter “stood by” for an 
hour late one recent evening, 
to see how things went in the 
present station and also to give 
himself an idea of how they 
are apt to be improved in the 
new one. 

Since the police station is 
the only place open in civic 
center during late hours, the 

gendarmes inherit the job 
of keeping the keys to Bur- 
gess Park Little Theater and 
the various meeting rooms 
in the various other build- 
ings. 

The man on duty, therefore, 
inherits a sizeable public rela- 
tions, job since he greets re- 
presentatives of perhaps a 
score of organizations who use 
the room. 

Another aspect to be im- 
proved is, naturally, the physi- 
cal layout. 

As things now stand the po- 
lice station’s “radio room” is, 
in effect, the only chamber 
large enough and light enough 
for more than about two offi- 
cers and it’s also the main hall 
from the back to the front of

the station. Thus the dispatch- 
er finds himself interrupted 
fairly often—by other officers 
as well as newspaper report- 
ers, members of the public get- 
ting and returning keys, and 
the like. 


All this will be largely 
eliminated in the new sta- 
tion, where the dispatcher is 
in a specific glassed-in cage 
facing the lobby. He’s sup- 
posed to be the only one in 
that room and other officers, 
if in the building at all, will 
be in other chambers. 


The big “interrupter,” 
course, is the telephone. 

It may seem strange to ma- 
ny, but during most evening 
hours the police get a wide 
variety of calls, on a lot of sub- 
jects, many of which don't 
have much to do with police 
work. 

People will phone to inquire 
about traffic tickets they got, 
auto insurance problems, what 
legal proceedings can be tak- 
en to abate the neighbor’s cat, 
bicycle licensing procedures, 
and a host of other things. 

Late at night, the dispatcher 
may be the only one in the 
building. He’s got to have a lot 
of answers. 

Then there’s the radio. 

Menlo Park normally has 
four “beats” covered by patrol 
ears and in addition contracts 
for radio communication with 
Atherton’s prowl cars. 

Besides radioing messages 
to and from these, the local 
operator listens to the dis- 
patches of the station at the 
Menlo Park Fire District, the 
sheriff’s office, and neigh- 
boring departments. 

All local telephone and radio 
calls have to be logged, so 
there’s considerable to do in 
that line. The new station 
won't help the dispatcher with 
this phase of his work. 

The night on which the re- 
porter “stood by” saw one ar- 
rest made — that of an “under 
21” suspect seen drinking beer 
on the street, in the vicinity of 
a house party. 

There was no other place to 
keep him while officers were 
arranging for a car to come in 
off its beat and transport him 
to the county jail; he just sat 
in a chair opposite the dis- 
patcher, who was supposed to 
keep an eye on him. 

Here the new station, with 
its detention cells, has a big 
edge. 

The cells may not be as in- 
teresting as far as the prisoner 
is concerned, but they’re a big 
help as far as the dispacher 
will see things. They’re pretty 
nearly escape-proof, too. 

During the daytime, the 
city hall’s main switchboard 
will be in operation in anoth- 
er part of the new station’s 
lobby. The present switch- 
board is in what used to be 
the “records room” of the 
present station, before the 

building was sawed up to 

make room for the new sta- 
tion. 

Here again, the “nerve cen- 
ter” character of the station is 
in evidence, though the layout 
of the station is such the city 
hall switchboard aperator is al- 
so sort of a receptionist for 
those seeking to meet with Po- 
lice Chief George Potter. 

The new station has had 
built into its design a host of 
functions which have little to 
do with actual law enforce- 
ment. Most of them have to do 
with the “nerve center” part of 


the job.

cial road fund. 

The county would match this 
total with funds out of county 
collections for joint road proj- 
ects. The cities have been cry- 
ing for years for a greater 
share of county road funds 
that are taken from gasoline 
taxes. Now here is a plan that 
would definitely set sales tax 
monies for that purpose and 
they turn it down. 

Suppose the county were to 
agree to take just five per cent 
of city collections and not ear- 
mark those funds for anything. 
The cities would lose the coun- 
ty matching funds. Estimates 
at the present are that the spe- 
cial fund would hit $500,000 
a year which would certainly 
aid the cities and their road 
problems. 


Cities for the most part 
are not promising any partic- 
ular use of the sales tax mo 
nies. Sure they say they can 
and will cut the property tax 
roll, but there are no defih- 
nite outlines of how this is to 
be done except to get capital 
improvements and not have 
them show on the tax bill. 
This is one way to get major 
projects without submitting 
the issues to the voters. 


We'll grant this is a good 
move as it saves hundreds of 
thausands of dollars in interest 
costs. 

Neither city nor county offi- 
cials appear ready to make @ 
compromise of any kind. 

Action would have to be tak- 
en very soon if the tax is to bé- 
come effective the first of the 
year. Each quarter the tax is 
delayed means about $1% mil- 
lion lost—much of it to other 
counties which get the money 
through the use tax program. 

The board of supervisors will 
need 30 days to go through the 
routine of public hearings, etc., 
put cities through a legal rul- 
ing can adopt the tax as an 
emergency measure, although 
we can’t see how it rates such 
a classification. Nine cities al- 
ready collect the tax and oth- 
ers are anxious to get the mo- 
ney. 

Will they alter their present 
stand? 

Will the board? 

No one seems to want to ad- 
mit that either group will 
change. Some strange shifts 
can happen, however, when 
loss of tax money looms too 
strong. 

Right now it seems that 
San Carlos, San Bruno, Daly 
City and Millbrae are the 
staunch supporters of the 5 
per cent split or nothing. AH 
collect their own sales tax 
and refuse to believe that 
their tax would jump as much 
as 15 per cent through state 
collection. The next meeting 
of the mayors council may 
provide the answer. 

One can visualize a lot of 
controversy for 1961 when it 
comes to the several flood con- 
trol programs that are now in 
the planning stage. Actually 
four projects are now being 
studied by engineers to draft 
outlines and estimates of cost. 
The largest is the Colma drain- 
age district. in and around 
South San Francisco. Next fol- 
lows the San Francisquité 
Creek program, and then the 
Atherton and: Sequoia (Red- 
wood City) projects. 

All of these jobs. are going 
to cost money, BIG money. 
The fight will come, not as to 
the need, but to the area that 
is to be included. The home- 
owner at the top of a hill that 
doesn’t know what a flood looks 
like will balk at contributing 
anything, although the runoff 
from his area may be one of 
the major contributors to 
flooding the lowlands. That 
was the feeling when Redwood 
City knocked a creek covering 
and flood control district years 

ago and it will happen again 
some time late next year when 
the plans and cost estimates 
are ready. 

There is no question that 
members of the board of super- 
visors will again go down on 
the black list of many a resi- 
dent. We remember last yéar 
when they were ‘“damned’’ af- 
ter a youngster had drownéd 
because they had not done 
more to control flood waters. 

Will this tragedy be so quick- 
ly forgotten when a flood con- 


trol plan is actually drawn up? | 


You can bet it will except for 
the few who were closely 
touched by the tragedy. 

Actually it is conceivable 
that every section of the coun- 
ty from the Skyline down to 
the Bay will be included in a 
flood control district before it 
is over. 

This goes for practically the 
area from Daly City to Menlo 
Park. And the Coastside has its 
problems as well, particularly 
as more subdivisions go up. 

Flood ‘waters rushing down 
out of the hills in all areas 
must be controlled and. we 
must all share the bill. But, oh,
